GARBAGE WILL GO. 


Indications Are That Ordinance Will 


Be Framed to Prohibit Baldwin 


Park Nuisance. 


It is now up to the district attorney 


to give an opinion on the garbage 
question at Baldwin Park, which will 
be used as a basis for the framing of 
an ordinance prohibiting this nuisance. 
A large delegation of people from Bald- 
win Park, Valley View, Irwlndale, Co- 
vina, and West Covina were in attend- 
ance at the meeting of the board of 
supervisors on Monday morning, at 
which time J. L. Matthews tendered 
a list of resolutions prepared by the 
committee of the Baldwin Park and 
Valley View Improvement Association. 
Chairman Pridham heard the resolu- 
tions protesting against the establish- 
ment of a huge piggery and garbage 
dump in the district, and asked that it 
be referred to the district attorney's 
office, which was done by the board. 


Captain Manning, supervisor for this 


district, made an announcement that 
he would be the author of an ordi- 
nance which would undoubtedly do 
away with the nuisance in the county. 
Inasmuch as the superior bench is at 
present favorable to the passage of 
restrictions against garbage, on ac- 
count of its. danger to the public 
health, it is thought that the Baldwin 
Park people will receive redress. May- 
or Alexander, in an interview on Mon- 
day, stated that the city of Los An- 
geles is preparing to investigate the 
cost of an adequate incinerator plant.

SEVENTY INCH FLOW. 


A. R. Evans Goes Down After Subter- 


ranean Water And Is Success- 


ful With New Purnp. 


A battery of wells that is pumping 


seventy California miner's of water for 
A. R. Evans, a prominently-known or- 
ange raiser of the Covina valley, is the 
latest addition to the water-develop- 
ing industry of this locality. 
The 


wells have this week been completed 
on Mr. Evans' twenty acre orange 
grove on Hollenbeck street, and the 
water is being raised with a Rimball 
Twentieth Century Air-Lift, or what 
is known as the air-compressor pump. 
The splendid success of these two 
wells has caused quite a little com- 
ment among citrus ranchers. 


The ranch of A. R. Evans lies in the 


belt that has been proven to be under- 
laid with a wide gravel strata, water- 
bearing and unfailing in source, if 
properly raised to the surface. The 
nearest well to the ones put down by 
Mr. Evans, is the plant of W. L. 
Griffiths, who is operating the well 
with a Pomona Deep-Well pump-head. 
The Evans wells were guaranteed by 
the Rimball company to pump sixty 
inches, and the test showed ten inches 
in excess of the guarantee. 
Mr. Evans 


states that the well will probably 
clear out and pump seventy-five inches 
during the summer. There is no dim- 
inution of the supply to be expected. 


One well is fourteen inches in dia- 


meter, and is 50(1 feet in depth, while 
the other is a ten inch well, 400 feet 
in depth. The first has a capacity of 
about 50 inches, which is considered 
remarkable, and in excess of many 
wells of similar size in the Covina 
valley. The wells may be operated 
separately or together. 
The owner 


pumps for his own use, about once 
each month, and says that he 
have plenty of water to sell to irriga- 
ting companies or for private uses in 
the "vicinity of his ranch. The Evans 
ranch is one of the finest in that sec- 
tion, being planted to both Valencias 
ant' navels.
